SECURING CHEAPER ALCOHOL FOR INDUSTRIAL PUR- 
POSES. 


\We have received the report of hearing on the subject of un- 
taxed denaturized alcohol before the Committee on Ways and 
\leans at Washington, D. C., on February 7-9th, at which repre- 
sentatives of the manufacturers, farmers and workers testified as 
to the advantages which would result from the removal of the 
internal revenue tax from alcohol made unfit for beverage pur- 
poses. 

[he statements submitted by Professor Elihu Thomson of the 
General Electric Company, Mr. Leonard Goebbels of the Otto 
Gas Engine Company, and Mr. James G. Warnes of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, as to the value of alcohol as a 
motor fuel, were of special interest to the members of the Com. 
mittee, as they showed that with the tax removed alcohol could 
ve substituted for gasoline in the internal combustion farm en- 
gines which are coming into such general use, thus lessening the 
steadily increasing demand for gasoline which has operated to 
advance the cost of that material in recent years. 

Testimony was also submitted showing that untaxed alcohol 
could be used for lighting, heating, cooking and other purposes, 
for which large quantities of gasoline are now consumed. The 
substitution of alcohol for these purposes would leave just so 
much more gasoline for motor vehicle use, and would prevent a 
still further advance in its cost, due to a diminishing supply in 
proportion to an increasing demand. 

From a recent cable dispatch from London, published in the 
New York Herald, that the five hundred motor omnibuses wuich 
will shortly be in use in that city, will alone consume three mil- 
lion gallons a year, there may be some question as to the avail- 
ability of alcohol as fuel for automobiles, but its substitution for 
gasoline for purposes that now consume millions of gallons of 
this, would have the displaced supply for consumption by motor 
vehicles. 


GARLAND NUT & RIVET COMPANY. 


The Garland Nut & Rivet Company, Pittsburgh, intends to 

ake some large additions to its works at West Pittsburgh, Pa. 
A new building will be erected of brick construction 62 by 160 
feet and two stories high, which will increase the floor space 
available tor manufacturing to 66,000 square feet.

Equipment is now being removed 
from the old plant at Quincy into the new works and new ma- 
chinery added which will make the plant modern in every way. 
The Ellington plant is of itself handsomely built, and the main 
buildings are over 400 feet in length. But it is the Ellington no 
longer, and is now the Warren plant, costing in its modern con- 
struction $110,000.

STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS—EFFECT OF ACKNOWLEDG- 
MENT. 


Question: Seven years after a note was due one of the en- 
dorsers wrote to me as follows: “Several years ago when the 
blank company went into insolvency, you held a partially paid 
note of the company endorsed by me. I am not yet able to take 
up the note and have no definite prospect of being able to do 
so for a long time to come; but if you are disposed to name a 
small sum that you will take for the note I shall be glad if I 
can do so in justice to other interests to buy it.” Is this an 
acknowledgment of the note that will enable me to sue upon it? 


Repty: It is well settled that even though the Statute of Lim- 
itations has run against a debt or claim, a new acknowledgment 
in writing signed by the party to be charged, will remove the 
bar of the statute and enable the creditor to sue upon the claim. 
But in order to have this effect, the acknowledgment must rec- 
ognize an existing debt and contain nothing irconsistent with 
an intention on the part of the debtor to pay. In other words, 
it must be an unqualified admission of a present debt, which the 
debtor is liable and willing to pay. We think this acknowledg- 
ment is plainly insufficient. So far from containing a promise 
to pay, the debtor expressly says that he has no prospect of be- 
ing able to take up the note. The acknowledgment is _ plainly 
inconsistent with a promise to pay. 


USURY—LOAN BY PRIVATE BANKER. 
A private banker doing business in the State ot 
New York lends money at seven per cent. interest. 


QUESTION : e ) 
The inter- 
est has been paid. 


Can the borrower refuse to pay the princi- 
pal on the ground that the loan was usurious? 


Repcy: Not in the State of New York. The general rule 
in this State is that a usurious transaction is void altogether 
and the lender can neither recover interest nor principal, if he has 
agreed to take more than the legal rate of interest. The statute 
recognizes an exception to this rule, however, in cases of State 
banks or private or individual bankers. These are put on the 
same footing as national banks under the federal laws. A loan 
by them at usurious interest does not forfeit the principal, but 
the bank can still recover the principal loaned. No interest, 
however, can be recovered, and if the borrower has already paid 
more than the legal rate, he can recover twice the amount that 
he has paid in a suit against the bank or banker.

Every Spring and previous to the season’s anxiety, 
it has been customary to find too much delay in shipments, 
which seems to get worse with each succeeding year. 
Special orders to be shipped direct from the factory to 
customers of the jobber seem to be the great cause of the 
delay. Each with all the increased facilities for manu- 
facturing they have inaugurated, factories cannot ship 
all they make on an arbitrary date. They have neces- 
sarily got to average the delivery of their output. This 
affects shipments of wire cloth and wire netting very 
largely. This matter is referred to more at length in our 
Philadelphia trade letter. | 

The building season opening much earlier than usual, 
the dealers are endeavoring to hurry forward all the goods 
they need to replenish their diverse stocks. They wish 
this season especially to be thoroughly equipped for busi- 
ness so as to lose no item of trade they anticipate getting, 
and so throttle the trade of catalogue houses; as they will 
be able to deliver at once, while their hustling compett. 
tors will have the usual delays to contend with, which 
will make deliveries uncertain and indefinite. 

Axes are in great demand at the new prices, which are 
quite low by comparison with prevailing quotations of 
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the immediate past, which have been so high that the 
dealers have sold out their stocks to the lowest li: 
the demand to-day is of a character to brace up + 
ket effectually, and will probably show record aS 
a result. 

There is but little of a speculative feeling behi: ost 
of the orders. They are intended to supply but th nt 
of a few months of regular goods. There seems {> he 4 
fear that beyond that time, which even the cond of 
the axe market engenders, on account of increasin> »ro- 
duction, if the manufacturers should get a set-] on 
account of crop failures, all goods would be re’ ly 
lower in price. | 

The entire trade is knuckling down to pay ever n- 
tion to the strenuous demand that exists to complet> the 
stocks of the retailers, and open up the season thor ly 
in harmony with the desires of the trade as planned! and 
purposed. 

There is every probability that in the Southern ‘rade 
March will prove to be the banner month for many rs, 
as all the Spring and Summer goods called for by the 
dealer are in such increased quantities as were neve: 
fore realized, especially in steel goods and the various 
garden tools of the trade. As the planters have heen 
largely investing in the implements which possess so much 
of an interest to them, it is supposed the new crop 
ton will show an increased acreage of that impo: 
staple. 

The home industries are in such excellent condition 
that the export trade, it would seem, would be left to 
take care of itself as usual; but the care with which mar- 
kets are studied and the spread of our commerce in the 
Hardware line is carefully manipulated; there is no let 
up even under existing conditions that would cause the 
tendency to sag, but it is followed up, and every advan- 
tage taken where possible to foster a trade with territor\ 
that promises a profit in the future.

RUMINATIONS OF A COUNTRY HARDWARE MERCHANT. 


The Addition of Some of the Newer Ideas to the Suc- 


cessful Methods of Former Days. 


ihe cheery Illinois Hardware dealer greeted me with a smile 
and pointed to a chair as I asked “What’s new.” 

here’s nothing particularly new,” said he. “I’m not specially 
one of those new fellows. My brother Sam, that’s in the grocery 
business, thinks I’m a kind of back number, though he has to 
adinit that 1 have got together more money than he can begin to 
produce. Now Sam is great for progress and for new things. 
He is an easy mark for the man who wants to put in some new 
labor-saving machine that will give his clerks more time to loaf, 
for he will never fire a man, nor make any tremendous shove 
for business. Consequently every new thing he has adopted 
is pretty near a dead loss to him. Why he’s running one more 
wagon now than he needs to and is paying for the stabling, care 
and keep of his horses and wagons instead of having his own 
hands to do the work themselves. 

Speaking of new methods, the factories help us out a bit and 
keep us up to snuff by the rounds of their demonstrators who 
coox on gasoline ranges and all kinds of ranges. ‘hat sort o’ 
livens up things and keeps the people interested. Curious how 
my place has come to be headquarters for the farmers. They 
siniply can’t help coming here. ‘hey’ve been doing it for years 
and their boys are following them. It’s not that I spend so much 
time on the farmers. I just give ’em an observation or a jolly 
as | go about my work. They know I give them a square deal 
and a straight opinion on any proposition, no matter if it’s a few 
cents against me. They have got into the habit of bringing stuff 
in from the country. Just for the fun of things, a few years 
ago I started a little rivalry between two fellows who thought 
they were the beginning and end of knowledge on raising corn. 
Sanders brought in an ear one day, which I duly labeled “Sanders’ 
best ear; who can beat it?” and put it on the shelf in plain sight. 
You ought to have seen that shelf two weeks after. Well, since 
time I have been kind of unconsciously running a young

county fair. It’s getting to be a nuisance, but what’s the use ot 
shutting it off. I just draw the line on pumpkins, for I haven't 
room. 


“The building boom is on now, and between you and me that’s 
where the money is. It didn’t look so one time. Ihe builders 
went running around to everybody getting estimates on all the 
builders’ Hardware for every small iob. Of course, | was in 
strong for the business with the rest and we got profits shaved 
so closely that there was nothing in it. Then I called off. 
Whether the others did or not I don’t know. I quit following up 
this trade so strongly and began to quote them a fair profit and 
put it up to them without any urging for the business. ‘There 
were the goods. There was the quality. I quoted the exact 
prices I paid for them. I left myself a fair, decent profit, and I 
began to capture the trade on the new basis, largely by talking 
quality. We Hardwaremen don’t do enough of that. It 1s much 
more profitable than this everlasting harping on price.” 

‘How about housefurnishing goods?” I asked the grizzled 

ugh kindly Hardware veteran. “Don’t you have any schemes 
for getting the women and selling a lot of that stuff, or is the 
tore so filled with the bosh of farmers and overalls of the car- 
penters that there’s no room for the women?” 

‘Don’t think that I haven’t gone all over that,’ he replied, “I 
never go to Chicago without going down into the housefurnish- 
ing basements of the department stores to see what is going on. 
Honestly, candidly, they are offering many an article at retail 

low as I can buy it for or lower. Seconds, do you say? Yes, 
but don’t they take especial pains to explain that to customers? 
lhe articles give some kind of service, and so the trade wages on. 
It has given me cold feet to an extent on going in strongly for 
many kinds of housefurnishing goods and kitchen utensils. But 
we give some of them a show, though we do not specialize on 
them. A fellow came along one day with a simple little thing 
with a rubber on the end cut off squarely at the bottom just below 
where it joined the little iron handle. It was intended to shove 

every vestige of food that stuck to a plate. I didn’t think 
very much of it, but the man was persistent. [I bought two dozen 

d stuck one, with the price mark, on top of my cutlery case 
where people could see it. Well say, the two dozen lasted just 
two days and then I ordered some more—six dozen I think. 
You never can tell how these things will take. Woman 1s a 

mplex institution, and it takes more than my own X rays to 

t into her brain. But the women came after these things and 
they are going pretty well yet. I don’t want to get too full of 

velties, but when the top of that cutlery case is not too crowd- 
ed I always take on a few of anything that looks good and put 
it up there. I dont place a big order for a novelty at first. I 
stand just as good a chance of being stuck as of selling it. You 
must try it on the women first. 
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“Now go back to ‘new methods’, I suppose some people think 
I'm an old fogy not to put in more up-to-date labor-saving ap- 
pliances. Of course, I’ve got a cash register and the absolutely 
necessary things. But did you ever think that a man can make 
things too easy for the boys in the store? When things come to 
the pass that the force I have have trouble in waiting on cus- 
tomers and I am losing trade thereby, I’ll spend money along this 
line. But the people here have plenty of time and are not running 
a 2:40 gait.” 

“Well,” said I, “if you persist in calling yourself an old fogy, 
I suppose you don’t warm up real strong to advertising.” 
Here he gave me a funny look, as he said, “You’re about 
right. I never made any money out of advertising that I can 
trace, and I do very little of it except at special times and then 
as much to keep solid with the editor, through the advertising 
solicitor. There’s a close connection, you know.” 
“But what did you have in the ads.—simply a business card ?” 
asked. 
“Something like that,” was the reply. 
have been a cut of a range.” 
“What’s the matter with printing that big list of users of the

range that’s hanging on your wall, and growing from 
month to month?” 

“I never thought of it. Most people have seen it.” 

“Didn’t you ever try to close out some stock that you are tired 
of through cuts in prices and special advertising?” 

“No, for I have but little accumulation of dead stock, as | 
buy very carefully and keep my stock by a special system of my 
own.” 

This closed the interview, and it represents the state of mind 
of this dealer as nearly as pen can do it. It is not far from the 
view of the average dealer throughout the country. The man 
whom we quote is a successful merchant who has adopted his 
methods to the town in which he lives, and is ranked with the 
solid men of the place. 

The new century, however, has ushered in a new era in which 
new ideas are being grafted on to the sturdy, common sense 
principles by which he has won success. No Hardware dealer 
is getting the most out of his business who has not divided his 
stock into departments with more or less definiteness and is not 
pushing the sales of each department as strongly as possible. If 
he is not doing this, some department store housefurnishing de- 
partment, some bracket or novelty in a ten-cent store will be 
carving off slices of his trade in some way or another. The 
margins are getting closer in the business, and the yearly profits 
can only be maintained by increasing the volume of sales. Of 
course advertising, persistently and systematically, must be done 
to aid in accomplishing these results. And this advertising 
need not cost a great deal of money. If a dealer contracts for 
a five or six inch one-column space for a year and changes the 
ad. every issue, be the paper a weekly, semi-weekly, or daily, the 
results will be prodigious in the course of a year. ‘The turn 
of the season, the new goods, the visit of the demons.-ator, 
the special sales of old stock, and many other matters will 
furnish texts for the man with alert brain to keep the public 
mind alive to the fact that there is something always doing 
at the store that advertises in this way. A Philadelphia Hard- 
ware house has used this plan for a year or two and proves the 
fact that a six inch space can be used daily—and changed each 
day—with profitable results. In this store the show windows 
are dressed to largely conform to the ad. 

Of course, with a system of this kind, the windows and 
the clerks must back up the ads, or the effect is lost. An indiffer- 
ent clerk will freeze any customer whom the ad. has brought 
to the store. He will turn away visitors and nullify the best 
work of any advertisement writer. The chain must. be 
complete—advertisement window, clerk—and last, but not least, 
the goods, which are the foundation of the best appeal for 
trade. To keep this chain complete and every link strong the 
dealer must be free enough from detail to carefully supervise 
the whole. 

The reader of the above who is located in the country may 
make the mental comment that advertising is all right for the 
man in a larger place, but questionable for him. But here is 
a case which shows that this is not so with the right kind of 
advertising. We refer to the work of Tobey & Smith, Hardware 
dealers, of Sherburne, N. Y., a village of perhaps a thousand 
inhabitants. They have twelve inch deep, double-column space, 
though half this space, with neat border, would do as well. 
But space in a country weekly is cheap and they want the display. 
Here is the gist of one ad. The lines in small capitals were 
displayed several times in large type: 

“Just A Worp. Time was when people thought of a Hardware 
store as a musty, fusty old place where nobody’s ambition rose 
above a nail keg and was not expected to. So there was a deal 
or tradition—not to say prejudice—to overcome when we started 








out to make this the Bargain Store of thetown. Yet probably there 
will be sundry nice old ladies and gentlemen—bless ’em—who 
wag their heads solemnly and keep on measuring us by the 
shingle nail and carpet tack standard. Such let us take on a 


‘believing’ voyage while the store is at its bargain best. CoNTIN- 
uous SALE Now Own.

“A few items only. Watch our ad. for new Hardware and 
tinware list. Don’t be misled by others. Remember we sell 
at a profit, but, ‘we have got the goods and have got the prices.’ 

In another advertisement the citizens of Sherburne are ex- 
horted to “Look in our show window and see the barrel of flour 
baked into loaves of bread with less than a hod of coal used as 
fuel, by the range.” 

Before Christmas “NickEL PLATED Goods FoR CHRISTMAS” were 
exploited—chafing dishes, pudding pans, tea kettles, tea and 
coffee pots, pocket knives, razors, scissors, shears, fully guar- 
anteed butcher knives, skates and sleds. ‘The “Savory Roasters” 
came in for attention thus: 

“If you knew what the Savory roaster can do with a tough 
piece of beef, if you knew that a six year old turkey will come 
out of a Savory roaster as tender and delicate as a Spring 
chicken, we are sure you would have one of these roaster within 
24 hours.” Who could resist talk like this—especially a man or 
woman who needed a roaster. 

Here is a concern in a village of 1000 doing some very lively 
advertising for a place of that size. A dealer in a large place 
should be very shy of ‘stating that he doesn’t believe in the in- 
creased trade he can secure by the use of live, well-worded adver- 
tising. The Hardware business, as well as any other, is what 
you-make it. 





SOUTHERN HARDWARE JOBBERS’ ASSOCIATION,

Gentlemen: 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING. 

There will be a meeting of the Executive Committee of our As- 
sociation at the Fort Pitt Hotel, Pittsburgh, Pa., on the 27th and 
28th inst. 

The reason for the selection of Pittsburgh for the meeting was 
to confer with the Executive Committee of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association, as a meeting of the officials of 
that Association will be held at the same time and place. Inas- 
much as the convention of the American Hardware Manufactur- 
ers’ Association will be held jointly with our own Association at 
Hot Springs, Va., on the 12th-15th of June, it necessitates very 
close co-operation between the two associations to bring about 
the best results, ont only in connection with the happy consumma- 
tion of plans as to the details of the convention but also to con- 
sider ways and means whereby the mutuality of interest between 
the manufacturers and jobbers may be more closely conserved. 

The unanimous approval of both manufacturers and jobbers 
in the decision to meet again at Hot Springs, and the promise 
of many to meet with us this year who did not come last June, 
enables us to state positively that the convention this year will 
be much larger, more attractive, of greater interest and far more 
profitable. Of course everybody who went last year will be on 
hand this time. However, to secure the best results, we must 
have the active assistance of our individual members and looking 
towards this end, we ask that you “put on your thinking cap” and 
study up subjects and plans for discussion both at our Committee 
meeting and also at the Convention. If you are confronted with 
conditions which are not wholly satisfactory and if there is any 
likelihood or any possibility of correcting the same, we hope you 
will communicate with us.

THE WORK OF IRONMONGERS’ ASSOCIATIONS IS DEVELOPING. 
he number of ironmongers’ associations steadily increases. 
rue, some of them are very apathetic and have made little head- 
way, but such bodies are but twigs to the tree. On the other 
hand, some of the stronger branches are vigorous, and it is clear 
to all that the work of the present winter sessions is of better 
quality than on many former occasions, Many of the questions 
now being discussed are practical and deal with matters of public 
inierest, having some bearing upon the Hardware trade at large. 
©: course, there are always local affairs to be considered, but 
such questions are only of small importance compared to the 
rer and weightier concerns. Especially is this the case on 
those subjects involving interests of manufacturers as well as 
retailers. In the promotion of safeguards and other protective 
nieasures there is always an element of danger, visions of possible 
unctions and actions for libel—in short, such matters require 
very careful handling. For several years the I. F. A., the Central 
Board and a few of the local branches have been advocates of 
private circulation of a list of names of manufacturers from 
om loyalty to the trade might be expected. The first project 
s to publish a “black list,” but to do so was found to be open 
serious consequences, so a “white list,” or, as it is now called, 
‘“In-Accord” list was devised. This list which has been 
ened by a number of firms is virtually an agreement to dis- 
bute only through the mediums of retaif ironmongers. R. B. 
'rowne, of Liverpool, has interested himself much in its prep- 
ration, and the first edition of the list was circulated a short 
ime ago. A second edition is now being prepared and efforts 
have been made to bring the factors into line. Here comes the 
ock at present existing. The Birmingham Factors’ Associa- 
tion consists of the bulk of the Hardware factors in this country 
id they as a body refuse to sign, considering that the demand 
or signature to an “In Accord” list on the part of the I. F. A. 
overstepping the limit usually adopted in business. Again, it 
pointed out that many of the leading manufacturers are not 
enatories to the document; also, that there are still very many 
i the best 1ronmongers in the country who are outside the asso- 
iation movement. The latter statement is a fact too true: for, 
i the country district and even in towns, there are a large num- 
ber of leading Hardwaremen who are either too busy to take 
part in the association membership or else prefer to retain their 
isolated positions.

WHAT ASSOCIATIONS ARE DOING. 


Since the establishment of ironmongers’ assistance associations 
the workers in Hardware emporiums have had a distinct indi- 
viduality and their doings have been brought more prominently 
before the trade than formerly. The movements of these bodies 
are being closely watched by employers and also by those who 
take an active share in the conduct of employes’ associations. 
Naturally, there is a tendency, especially among the members of 

me associations, to indulge in recreative entertainments and 
social gatherings and not give quite as much recognition to the 
true object of traders assistants’ associations as is desirable. 
\'ndoubtedly, advancement in business knowledge, and co-opera- 

mn in the benefit intellectually and financially of the members, 
ith individually and collectively, should be the first motive and 
»rincipal aim of all members. Some of the assistants’ associa- 
‘ions have capital leaders who show great zeal and energy in 
vuiding the younger men, and in instituting lectures and ad- 
resses on trade subjects as well as in encouraging assistants 
iemselves to read papers. Quite recently a very useful ad- 
ress on “Ticket-writing” was given before the members of the 
Croydon Association and some good examples of ironmongers’ 

‘kets shown, as well as practical points on how to do the work 
iven.

here is no doubt the opportunities now offered, both for techni- 


cal education and practical experience are greater than they have 
ever been and the prospects of an elevated and advanced type of 
Hardwaremen in future years loom bright. The Birmingham 
examinations were presided over by Charles Parsons (the presi- 
dent of the I, F. A.), C. C. Theedam, H. Smith and R. M. Iddon, 
in conjunction with Secretary Smith. The questions put were 
very well spread over a wide area showing the extent of the re- 
tail Hardware trade in this country. Among the compulsory sub- 
jects dealt with were handwriting, gauges, calculation of areas 
and cubic capacities, locks, bolts, screws, tools and cutlery, hol- 
loware, wire and wire goods, workshop management, standard 
weights and measures, lamps, woodturnery, furnishing iron- 
mongery, etc. The optional subjects were practical and the ques- 
tions fairly stiff, at any rate sufficiently tough and varied to show 
pretty clearly that those who answered them had a grip on the 
matters under consideration. The ground covered was grouped 
under physical characteristics of metals and alloys, gasfitting, 
sanitary plumbing, electric lighting and electric bells, rainwater 
goods and kitchen ranges, agricultural implements, colliery and 
mill furnishings, cycles, guns, oils, paints and glass. 
A NEW SOCIETY. 


The formation of the Society of British Gas Industries is a 
very desirable connecting link between ironmongers and plumbers 
and gasfitters and gas companies. It is primarily a society of 
manufacturers of all the different branches of the gas industr‘es 
—gas plant, retortsetters, conveying and labor-saving machinery, 
makers of gas stoves, gas fittings and contractors. Hitherto the 
Institute of Gas Engineers has been the only society in which 
those interested in gas engineering could take part. The new 
society, however—which is in no way antagonistic to the clder 
and more scientific body-—will unite a section hitherto ieft out 
in the cold. It will also be of great importance to Hardwaremen 
at this juncture when they are becoming more aggressive 
in capturing gas business, and are now, with more or 
less success, approaching gas companies with a view to checking 
corporate trading, and are obtaining a share in the sale of gas 
stoves and fittings. Several of the active members of this new 
society are large makers supplying through retail ironmongers, 
and it is more than likely that the Society of British Gas Indus- 
tries will, sooner or later, prove a useful ally, and be helpful in 
bridging over any difficulties or differences which may arise be- 
tween the gas companies and members of the Hardware trade so 
many of whom are not only wishful but quite capable of carrying 
out gas contracts, and in many ways putting forward the devel- 
opment of lighting, heating and cooking by gas. 





DEATH OF FRANK S. COWLES. 

Frank S. Cowles, president of the Norwalk Lock o., died 
at his home in Norwalk, Conn., Friday, March oth, after a linger- 
ing illness following an attack of pneumonia a year ago.

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the progress of our work it has been our duty to attend the 
meetings of the manufacturers and jobbers, both North and South. 
| observe that it has been and still is necessary * 
TO CARRY ON A CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION 
with both manufacturer and jobber. While a very large per- 
ntage of the jobbers have gotten our point of view and are in 
mpathy with our objects there are some manufacturers who 
have failed to get a proper conception of the wants of the Hard- 
wareman. There are some yet who seem to think that the Hard- 
ire associations are unions which are making demands on them, 
id in the event of failure of the manufacturer to yield to these 
‘emands will seek to enforce them by boycott—a proposition so 
‘foreign to the ideas and policy heretofore followed by the Hard- 
ware associations that I am at a loss to understand how such 
n idea could find lodgment in the mind of anv manufacturer. I 
can understand how some might conclude that the presentation 
‘ the stereopticon views at Washington last fall was a challenge, 
hut it was not; it was simply a presentation of the retailer’s 
int of view from an entire'-- new standpoint. By this means 
we in a large measure succeeded in placing before the manu- 
acturers the fact that what we wanted was not combat, not even 
discussion, 


BUT CONFERENCE AS BETWEEN BUSINESS MEN 


who were interested in the same things and the accomnlishment 
f the same result, viz: the disnosition of the manufacturers’ 
utont so that the consumer micht he bect served and his w2nts 
itisfied at a minimum of cost to him. There has been no effort 
‘o bring about new conditions that would result in a hold-up of 
the consumer. Even should such an attempt be made the uni- 
versal intelligence and the widespread circulation of prices would 
reclude any hope of success. 
EXHIBITS HAVE BEEN INAUGURATED 
this year by the many State associations in conjunction with the 
onventions. This has resulted in a greatly increased number 
f exhibitors. As the plan has heen to rent the hol] where ex- 
hibitions were held and to sub'et to those who desired to show 
their line of goods. the result has been satisfactorv in two wavs; 
First. it has been profitable to the association, and second, it has 
acted as an educational factor for the men who attended the 
conventions. The secess attending this scheme will undoubtedly 
cause it to he still further develoned. Tn the furtherance of the 
scheme of the exhibition it is suggested that the meetines of the 
several associations he so arranged that it will be nossihle for 
the exhibitors to go from one meeting to another. As thev are 
now arraneed it requires several sets of samples 24 4 corres- 
ponding number of salesmen to take in all the association meet- 
ings. :

Secretary M. L. Corey of Argos, Ind., next read his annual 
renort. He said in part: 

The srecess and pnroeress of the post vear should insnire extra 
effort and confidence in the frture of the Natiorel Retail Hard- 
wore Association, We hove added four new States and over 
2000 new members. Nearlv everv State has douvhled its conven- 
tion attendance. and evervwhere there is enthsiasm. livelv in- 
terest and ahsolute harmony in our ranks. More letters from 
members are reaching the secretary and more manufacturers are 
showing 

A NISPNSITION TO TREAT WITH TIS ON ISSUES OF POLICY. 
Practically everv inhher is pledeed to resnect and protect our 
richts and territories. Governors, leoislatures, Congress. even 
the neonle themselves have heen worned of the annarent dancer 
ard wideenread iniurv thot wonld follow the snecess of the 
cataloone horse svstem of distributine merchandise and its con- 
centratine of capital, trade and population at the expense of the 
country at large. 

Manv have gone on record in opposition and many plans and 
schedules have been proposed as a solution. 

THE COUNTRY PRESS HAS SOUNDED A WARNING 
and trade paners in other lines are takine an active part in the 
‘eht and manv new organizations are being formed. During 
the vear we have persistently worked to obtain this result. to 
awaken mercharts in other lines to the danger of the mil order 
svstem, and we have corresponded with the secretaries of nearlv 
all the retail organizations. 

Forly in the vear the Tnland Fmnire Hardware Association, 
having members princinally in Washireton and Tdaho, voted to 
ioin us. During the year your secretary assisted in organizing 
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a State association in South Carolina, the meeting having been 
held at Columbia. There is a move toward combining with 
North Carolina, and we believe it can be done, thus making a 
strong body in this territory. In January a State Hardware 
Association was formed in South Dakota. We have had letters 
from Hardware merchants in Delaware, New Jersey, Kansas, 
Alabama, Tennessee and Montana, asking us to assist them in 
organizing. 

With 20 State associations in adjoining territory, nearly all 
desiring to meet in the month of February, some 

SCHEDULES SHOULD BE ARRANGED TO AVOID CONFLICT 

of interest. This should also be done if the presence of a na- 
tional official is desired, as well as to accommodate manufacturers 
who wish to exhibit goods. We might meet the first two weeks 
in January and the first two in March, making eight weeks in 
all, and if adjoining States will agree in some instances to use the 
same week where two-day sessions are held, choosing the days 
i Tuesday to Friday, it would permit of our attendance at 
both. 

We suggest that this matter be taken un by the secretaries’ 
meeting and if possible, a schedule arranged for our 1907 con- 
ventions. 

The report of Treasurer A. T. Stebbins of Rochester, Minn, 
showed a balance on hand of $4225.40. 

President Bogardus stated that T. Frank Ireland, one of the 
members of the Association, was lying critically ill at his home at 
Belding, Michigan, and suggested the appointment of a committee 
to prepare a telegram to be sent to him expressing the sympathy 
of the Association. The following committee were appointed 
for that purpose: 

Mr. Peck of Wisconsin, Mr. Digby of Pennsylvania and Mr. 
Johnson of Ohio. 

President Bogardus stated that the report of the treasurer 
would be submitted to the auditing committee and that the re- 
port of the president and secretary would be referred to The 
Committee on Suggestions in the president and secretary’s re- 
port. 

S. R. Miles of the Joint Committee on the Catalogue House 
Question read his report. 

President Bogardus stated that arrangements would be made 
for a theatre party for any delegates accompanied by ladies 
and asked all of those present who desired to attend the theater 
party to raise their hands. The president also stated that the 
delegates would be entertained on Wednesd*v evening with a 
banquet by the Retail Hardware Dealers of Chicago. 

After announcing the programme for the next day the president 
stated that the association would adjourn until the next morning 
at 10 o‘clock. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

President Bogardus called the convention to order promptly 
at 10:00 A. M. 

E. M. Bush, Indiana, revd the following paper on 

LEGISLATION. 


He said in part. 

Gentlemen :— 

That the community whose patronage affords a measure of 
sticcess—the living wage—to the retail merchants in her midst, 
keeping in her own marts of trade the money to the community, 
thus affording in her well stocked stores investment for capital, 
employment for clerks, bookkeepers, porters, drivers, etc., whose 
families help to build up the community, and whose living ex- 
penses add, in the‘r turn, to the prosperity of their neighbors. 
That such a community is alive, full of healthy growth is as 
sure as in the gradual decline and eventful decay of a community 
depleted by the constant drain of every drop of blood that 
flows away from her. in money sent out to other cities and never 
again returned to add to her strength and natural growth. 

Retailers throughout the country—we as well as others, are 
vitally interested in any remedy for this depleting drain—for 
instance, in the passage of laws that will compel those firms 
doing a retail mail order-house business, interstate and interur- 
ban in character. to stand some iust proportion of tax or 
license to be paid into those localities from which their busi- 
ness is derived. Just how to draft a law to this effect which 
would be constitutional, is bevond my knowledge; but that it 
would be just. I believe that all will admit. ; 

Perhaps all have not vet reached such a degree of enlighten- 
ment and development as will enable them to think that the 
tax-paying citizens who assists in building up a community 
has some richts which the outsider—the free booter, who, in 
order to sell, misrepresents the qualitv, quantity and value of 
many of his wares—shonld be compelled to respect. 

The tax or license referred to may not be feasible, but some- 
thing must be done to stop this drainage of money from the 
smaller communities. , 

Unless I mistake greatly the intelligence and fairmindness 
of onr people, there is now springing up.—perhaps hardly per- 
ceptible, but stirring into life—a sentiment against the favored 
centres of trade which congest ponulation in their own fevered 
centers and draw the very life blood from smaller urban and 
rural districts, wherever their long tentacles can reach. 

The hope of our country’s future lies in developing these 
smaller urban and rural populations, in making onrs a country 
of homes, not tenements—a people content with their snrround- 
ings. Free rural deliverv was a step in the right direction, but 
if it is prostituted to further this tendency of congesting popu- 














lation and centering great wealth in large cities by the passage 
of the Parcels Post Measure, there will be much lost for which 
we have striven—and stringent laws of ia may be passed 
for the benefit of the many as against the few 

I need not dwell upon the importance of your opposition to 
the passage of this Parcels Post bill. We all recognize in it 
class legislation—a measure for the benefit of the few mail 
order houses as against the interest of hundreds of thousands 
of retail merchants all over the country—against the interest 
of the communities which these merchants have helped to build 
up and make prosperous and the rural districts whose wide 
tarms are dependent in many ways on the prosperity of the little 
cities which they surround. Shall these all be improverished, 
that seething centers of trade shall become even more con- 
gested? 

This organization may congratulate itself upon the very im- 
portant part it has taken in educating all other classes of 
merchants against this iniquitous Parcels Post. 

We should oppose the measure now before Congress to con- 
solidate third and fourth-class mail matter, as it is only an open 
wedge for Parcels Post. 

Some changes should well be made in postal rates—one cent 
letter postage, weekly and daily newspapers read now so univer- 
sally, at even a lower rate, but periodicals and monthly maga- 
zines, a higher rate than they now pay. 

The modern method of introducing goods to the consuming 
public through advertising calls for a large expenditure of 
money. Since in many cases, the manufacturer who makes the 
goods creates a demand for them by this vast amount of adver- 
tising for which he pays. Has he not ethically and lawfully the 
right to say that the value of his property shall not be destroyed 
by price cutters? 

NVhen a retailer, going into business, either hardware or 
otherwise, is called upon by those extending credits for a state- 
ment of his assets, should it not be a criminal offense for him 
in reply to make false or misleading statements? More than 
the wrong to individual creditors is the injury to legitimate re- 
tail interests which must compete with receivership and bank- 
rupt sales, easily avoided had true conditions been known. It 
would lighten our woes considerably could we also establish an 
X-Ray commission to make investigations of capacity and abil- 
ity, as well as assets. Is there a genius in the audience who 
could frame such a law for the relief of suffering competitors? 

The present bankruptcy laws are so few and the amounts in- 
volved so small that we have had no personal experience with 
the law. 

But laws, however favorable, cannot in these strenuous days 
of competition, make a business success. It’s up to us, gentle- 
men, to keep abreast of the times with stores well-stocked, 
goods properly bought and well displayed by the use of modern 
shelving cases and counters, with attentive salesmen interested 
in their work, with proper regard for your home competitor, but 
a grim determination that no money for Hardware shall be 
sent away from home, with the proprietor in the foreground to 
greet with a smile or hand-shake, those who pay him the com- 
pliment of trading at his store, and a watchful care that every 
customer receives prompt and courteous treatment and a dollar’s 
worth of goods for every dollar spent. 

Gentlemen, I thank you. 

A general discussion followed. 

The convention then adjourned until 2:00 P. M. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention was called to order at 2:00 P. M. 

Mr. Abbe of Boston read a paper on the subject 
“WHAT ATTITUDE SHOULD WE AS RETAILERS TAKE TOWARDS 

MANUFACTURER ?”

Mr. Abbe said in part: “One thing certainly I believe the 
retailer should insist upon and that is that the manufacturer 


should see to it that no retailer buys his goods at the jobber’s 
price. I believe that a large buyer in the retail business is 
entitled to a small percentage for quantity, but this percentage 
should be so small that it would not cut any figure in the re- 
tail price of the goods.” 

“We should also insist that the manufacturer discontinue the 
practice of shipping direct to the retailer’s customer—the con- 
sumer—as I understand many manufacturers ship direct from the 
factory to the consumer upon the order of the catalogue house.” 

“T feel that the retailer should confine his purchases to goods 
manufactured by people who show by their actions that they ap- 
preciate his business and want to hold it.’ 

The proper distribution of goods should be from the manufact- 
prer to the jobber, the jobber to the retailer, the retailer to 
the consumer.” 

President Bogardus announced the next thing on the program 
would be a paper by H. F. Emery, President of the North 
Dakota Hardware Association, on the subject of the 

“RELATION OF THE RETAILER TO THE JOBBER.” 

Mr. Emery’s paper was in part as follows: “After a thorough 
discussion by the Trade Journal the conclusion reached by many 
is that the jobber is a necessity and is here to stay. In an- 
alayzing this question we find that the retail Hardware mer- 
chants are divided into three classes: 

First, the small dealer who employes not to exceed $2000.00 
capital, doing a credit business, trying to carry an assorted 
stock with a limited amount of yearly business.

THE PERCUSSION-CAP CENTENARY. 

It will be news to many people that this year, says the Jron- 
monger, is the centenary of the percussion-cap—not, indeed, the 
cap as it is now known, but rather the principle of ignition by 
the use of a detonating agent as applied to the firing of a charge 
of powder and shot contained in the barrel of a gun. The inven- 
tor was a Scotch minister named Alexander Forsyth, who took 
out a patent in 1806. Prior to that date flintlocks, or devices yet 
more rudimentary, were employed for the production of the fiery 
spark essential to the ignition of gunpowder. Our authority 
for these statements is the firm of F. Joyce & Company, of 7 
Suffolk Lane, E. C., who have compiled a highly interesting book- 
let dealing with the invention of the percussion-cap and the evo- 
lution of the sporting cartridge. To the founder v je,.¢ & 
Co., Mr. Frederick Joyce, a chemist, belongs the distinction of 
having turned to practical account the inventions of Forsyth and 
subsequent investigators, by evolving, in the year 1820, what was 
known as Joyce’s anti-corrosive percussion powder. Forsyth’s 
detonating substance was injurious to iron and steel; Frederick 
Joyce devised a powder consisting of mercurial fulminate instead 
of a chlorate, and thus solved a problem which had puzzled many 
clever heads for fourteen years. The writer of the booklet un- 
der review claims that “around the Joyce cap of 1821 the whole 
fabric of modern sporting and military firearms centres, for in 
essentials the caps now used do not differ from the caps then in- 
troduced.” ‘The first achievement of the firm of Joyce & Co. 
was to establish the percussion-gun as the predominating type 
for muzzle-loaders on a method of construction which endures to 
this day. In 1820 Mr. Joyce set up works for the manufacture of 
caps at 55 Bartholomew Close, West Smithfield, E. C., where the 
business was carried on until 1842, when a site at Waltham Abbey 
was selected for the factory. 

In 1835 the breech-loading g:iin came on the scene, and later on 


“Needham” ammunition, known as the “skin cartridge,” was in- 
troduced, the needle of the gun penetrating the skin-covered 


base and igniting the fulminate inside. In 1853 Mr. Charles Lan- 
caster introduced the central-fire breechloader. The original 
Lancaster cartridge was made without a cap, but in appearance 
was not unlike the modern central-fire case, although the rim at 
the base was not very pronounced. For ignition by cap the per- 
manently successful system, all inventors adopted the methods 
inaugurated by Mr. Joyce. Combining with the making of caps 
the production of gun-wadding, Joyce & Co. were as intimately 
concerned in the developments of the muzzle-loader as afterwards 
they were with the breechloader. Continual references to the 
firm will be found in the writing of the period. Tom Hood the 
elder found inspiration in the products of the firm; in the poem 
entitled “Shooting Pains” he wrote :— 

Joyce may talk of his wonderful caps, 

But for night-caps they set me desiring; 

And it’s really too bad, not a shot have I had 

With Hall’s powder, renowned for quick firing. 

Joyce & Co.’s pamphlet describes the central-fire gun and the 
centrically-capped case introduced by a Mr. Daw, who obtained 
a prize medal for the invention at the Exhibition of 1862. Both 
cap and gun, however, were really of French invention. In the 
early days of the central-fire paper case, with metallic base, two 
defects were constantly being encountered. The first was that 
the paper tubes were very apt to tear or split, while in addition 
the cap, although tightly fitting into its place, did not entirely pre- 
vent the escape of gas. To prevent the escape of gas at the cap- 
chamber, Joyce & Co. introduced the Bailey case, which was an 
ordinary central-fire paper case, slightly reduced in size at the 
base, this part, as well as the cap, being covered with a capsule 
of thin brass. In modern cartridges the cap, lightly seated i 
the cap-chamber, expands under the pressure created by explo- 
sion, and so effectually seals the base that until the pressure re- 
laxes and there is no longer gas present, any escape is effectually 
prevented. Not the least valuable feature of the work is a 
glossary of technical terms relating to ammunition, which I. F. A. 
examination candidates and ironmongers’ assistants generally 
ought to find extremely useful.

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THE VIEWS OF NATIONAL PRESIDENT BOGARDUS ON THE 
CATALOGUE HOUSE QUESTION. 

On the subject of Catalogue House Competition, the following 
address was delivered by W. P. Bogardus of Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, president of the National Retail Hardware Association, 
before the annual convention of the Connecticut Retail Hard- 
ware Association, at New Haven, February 28. 

A solution of the catalogue house question in its various rami- 
fications has a good deal to do with the future success of the 
retail trade of this country. And, while some may be very tired 
of the subject, it is one that will not rest or be quiet until it has 
been settled and settled right. There is a good deal of talk about 
the rights of this and that party in the controversy. Some have 
taken the position that the catalogue houses are here to stay; 
that they are legitimate and as proper as any line of business; 
that the agitation of the question is simply to make them stronger 
and more widely known; that we cannot do anything and that 
we are wasting our time in bothering with them; that 


THEY CAN GET ALL THE GOODS THEY WANT, 


if not at first hands then at second or third. There is a very 
much mistaken idea, on the part of some manufacturers, as to the 
policy of the retailers in their organizations in the several states. 
The first organization was started to fight against the destructive 
methods of doing business by catalogue houses. We all know 
that it has ever been their policy to undersell and undermine the 
retail trade; that they have based their claim to public consider- 
ation on the claim that they are price-cutters; to undersell the 
retailer that they might create doubt in the minds of the con- 
sumers and so undermine the confidence necessary to carry on 
business. The foundation of their success has always been 


THE FAVORS THAT HAVE BEEN GIVEN THEM. 


Manufacturers have taken the position that the retail trade 
through their organizations have undertaken to dictate to them 
how they should run their business, and meddling with some- 
thing that did not concern them by trying to tell them how they 
should distribute their goods. Then they go on to say that they, 
the manufacturers, think that if every other method fails to coerce 
them there will be an effort to start a campaign of boycott. 

If a number of jobbers buy their supplies from a manufacturer 
at certain prices with the expectation of selling the goods to the 
retail trade. and the manufacturer sells to a retailer at prices 
that practically prohibit the jobber from selling the goods he has 
bought, is it dictation for the jobber to protest against such 
treatment? When the jobber says that he cannot stand such 
treatment is it not a little silly for the manufacturer to cry, “Oh, 
you are trying to boycott me!” 

There has never been any discussion or advocacy of the boy- 
cott by Hardware associations. As far as I am concerned I do 
not believe in it as a means to the ends we are after. The'manu- 
facturer who takes the position that he promises to sell the cata- 
logue houses must not expect patronage from any one else. For 
what is the use of buying goods that you cannot sell? Then, how 
silly to cry “boycott” when a manufacturer favors some of his 
trade and demands that the balance shall buy without the fa- 
vors. To give a retailer the same price that a jobber gets is not 
fair, and for him to put any of his trade in a more favorable po- 
sition than others is not equity. To demand that the catalogue 
houses should raise their prices is not what we want. 

What we want is that 


THE CATALOGUE HOUSES SHOULD BE RATED AS RETAIL STORES 


that are price cutters and base their claim for trade on that propo- 
sition and therefore are not entitled to as good a price as even an 
honest retailer is given. We do not care about their maintaining 
fixed prices; we think the effort on the part of manufacturers to 
do this has resulted in utter failure. What we want is that they 
should pay as much as we do, and then we will take care of our- 
selves. 

It seems to be a determination on the part of some manufac- 


turers that 
THE SOLUTION OF THIS QUESTION 


is to get the catalogue houses to maintain prices. Again I say it 
is not what they sell for but it is what they pay the manufac- 
turer that causes all the trouble. What is the sense in selling an 
article to a catalogue house at forty cents and to a retailer at 
sixty and then demanding of the catalogue house that the re- 
tailer be protected by maintaining prices. | 

If a manufacturer’s platform is that there is a straight road 
from his factory to the warehouse of the catalogue house let 
him stand on it like a man. He has no right to whimper or cry 
out boycott if other than the catalogue people do not buy from 
him, 

It is a far cry to undertake to bring the customer into this con- 
troversy. This is a question between the manufacturer on the 
one side and his distributing agents on the other. And the point 
of the controvery is that 


IT IS NOT FAIR OR JUST OR EQUITABLE 


for the manufacturer to show favors; to give prices to some of 
his customers that he does not give to the balance. The manu- 
facturer does not want to see this point and he dodges by saying 
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that the catalogue house is in some cases a larger buyer than any 


single jobber and that nine-tenths of his output goes throvoh 
the jobbers, therefore the catalogue house should not hav» the 
price given the jobber; the other reply is, “Well, he buys of 
goods, and the man who buys the lot gets the price.” 

The immorality of the position does not seem to strix. the 
manufacturer. To say to your opponent, “You’re another” has 
never appealed to me as a very strong argument. To s: to 
justify a wrong by saying that the beam in the other’s is 
greater than the mote in mine, and should be removed fr-. js 


but a shuffle to hide the real issue. Why should prices be n 
one-tenth of a manufacturer’s trade that are lower tha: e 
given to the other nine-tenths? Why should prices be ¢: 2 
retailer that will enable him to sell as cheap as the jobber ? 

The suggestion from the manufacturer that the retailer ; 
keep up his store; assort his stock; study the needs of hi n- 
stituents ; advertise so as to keep his name before the pub!ic 
hold of the new things, and then he will not be bothered } 
catalogue houses, is talk that would not be indulged in if | 
any adequate conception of the conditions existing in the co

IT CERTAINLY SHOWS A WANT OF KNOWLEDGE 


of the true inwardness of the situation for a manufacture: 
say that the catalogue houses are a convenience, if not an ec 
my, and that the only way to get rid of them is to educate the 
people not to buy of them. If they are a convenience ani! an 
economy what argument are you going to use to teach the people 
so that they will not buy of them? 

Is the blame on the manufacturer or jobber or retailer bec 
he happens to have a surplus and sells it at a sacrifice to get le 
ready money? Not a bit of it. For fluctuations in business and 
prices have been going on since the year one and will continue 
while the world lasts, and men who go into business realize it 
But the blame for this disturbance in business lies at the door of 
every manufacturer who favors the catalogue houses in prices, 
knowing full well that the jobber who buys of them cannot live 
and sell his goods to the retailer. Until the manufacturer wl! 
take other conditions into the sale of his goods than quantity the 
fight will go on. 

It is trivial to cite the case of one retailer who charged two and 
a half times the cost of his goods as a reason for the existence o! 
the catalogue house. It is the prices the catalogue house gets 
from the manufacturer that enables it to thrive. The solution 
of this question is not with the consumer. Let the manufacturer 
give all retailers the same price and they will take care of th: 
consumer. 


COMPETITION IS TOO SHARP FOR EXCESSIVE PROFITS, 


and the citation of a single case is but begging the question. 

Treat all alike and there will be an end of the trouble, for it 1s 
favoritism that makes the trouble. Jt will not do for the manu 
facturer to say to the retailer, “Go to the consumer and convince 
kim that the retail Hardware merchant can render better, more 
efficient and as economical service as the catalogue houses and 
you have nothing to fear from their competition.” Let the manu- 
facturer give us the price and treat us as he does the catalogue 
house and we will not fear any other competition.

DEATH OF EDWIN GILBERT. 

Edwin Gilbert, president of the Gilbert & Bennett Mfg. Co., 
Georgetown, Conn., and Chicago, died at his winter home in 
Crescent City, Florida, where he had been accustomed to go for 
twenty-three years past, on. February 28th, in his eighty-fourth 
year. When Mr. Gilbert went South a little more than a month 
ago, he was apparently in good spirits and in his customary good 
health. Edwin Gilbert was born in Georgetown, Conn., in Sep- 
tember, 1822, and for many years worked in the factory at the 
business established in 34818 by Benjamin Gilbert, his father. 
Edwin became a member of the firm, originally Gilbert, Bennett 
& Co., in 1844. The business under the present title was incor- 
porated about 1873, and in 1884 Edwin Gilbert was elected presi- 
dent of the company, an office he filled with great ability until 
his death. He was very domestic in his habits, exceedingly hos- 
pitable, intensely religious, and during his life always doing 
charitable work among the deserving by giving only after per- 
sonal investigation and on intelligent lines, a characteristic that 
was perpetuated in his will, in which over $250,000 is given to 
various worthy institutions; all of the bequests becoming effec- 
tive on the death of Mrs. Gilbert. Mr. Gilbert nine years ago 
celebrated his golden wedding. His widow, a few years his jun- 
ior, survives him, but he left no children.

THE COMBINE INVESTIGATIONS. 

here is little to report this month regarding the trial of 
the tack manufacturers in Toronto charged with conspiracy 
to restrain trade. In last month’s letter reterence was made to 
eight Canadian manufacturers of tacks being committed for 
trial on January 24. ‘he case came before the grand jury of the 
criminal court on February 8, a true bill being brought in against 
the eight named a month ago. Through sickness of a juryman, 
however, the court adjourned its sittings and nothing has since 
been heard of the matter except occasional articles in the Daily 
Press demanding that the trials of the alleged combines in tin- 
ware, etc., be proceeded with. The Prosecuting Attorneys are, 
however, busily engaged in other investigations and the Hard- 
ware men can wait for a while. 

The Plumbing Supply men have been equally fortunate in 
gaining time as while their cases have been taken up again 
another adjournment was made until March 12. Unlike the 
master plumbers, who laid down and practically admitted their 
guilt of conspiracy, the supply men intend putting up a warm 
fight, claiming that they were forced to enter into an agreement 
with their customers and did so only after they had secured 
legal advice on the matter. 


RETAIL TRADE ORGANIZATION. 


The Western Canada Retail Hardware and Stove Dealers 
Association held their semi-annual convention at Winnipeg, 
ecmmencing on Feb. 13, the attendance being very large and rep- 
resentative of all that section between Lake Superior and the 
Rocky Mountains. Little of interest to American readers was 
tronsacted, the most important actions of the gathering being 
their affiliation with the Retail Merchints’ Association of Cana- 
da and the shelving of the Mutual insurance proposition for 
another six months. The old secretary was re-elected, his ad- 
dress being J. E. McRobie. 53 Scott building, Winnipeg. J. A. 
Lindsay, the retiring president has become a manufacturers’ 
agent at Winnipeg, representing several ~merican houses. 

The Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association at Montreal is pro- 
gressing favorably and the proposition to organize the retail 
trade in Ontario is meeting with considerable success. 

LUMBER TRADE. 


The absence of snow is causing the lumbermen in all parts of 
Canada a lot of anxiety as it is practically impossible to move 
their winter’s cut. This, of course, has a serious look to those 
dealers who depend largely upon the lumbermen for trade. 

SPORTING GOODS TRADE. 

The remarkable winter has had a had effect upon the 
many winter lines of sporting goods. Skating, hockey and 
curling have been indulged in almost as much as in previous 
winters but there has not been a day’s snowshoeing or tobbog- 
ganing in Toronto during the entire winter and other sections 
have fared little better. The heavy snowfalls of the last two 
winters had caused a revival of these sports but the snowless 
winter may discourage trade next year. 

Everything points to a tremendous trade in summer goods, 
however, as there is marked enthusiasm displayed in hoseball, 
lacrosse and football, while both lawn tennis and golf are also 
immensely popular. Bicycling is also experiencing considerable 
of a revival in Canada, while shooting and fishine are becoming 
more popular each year, the newly opened districts in Northern 
Ontario and Quebec providing plenty of field for sport. 

OUTLOOK SATISFACTORY. 

The Smith and Fergusson Company, Regina, Saskatchewan, 
report the trade outlook in Western Canada to be very good. 
The farmers have held large quantities of their grain to be 
marketed in the spring, this insuring the circulation of a lot of 
money during the coming summer. Other western houses make 
similar satisfactory reports. 

On the other hand, Mr. A. M. Bell, jobber, Halifax, expresses 
the opinion of the trade in the Maritime Provinces. He says 
there is nothing to indicate a better year thin last although 
building is active. The poor winter for lumbering, the high 
price of cod fish, etc., are reasons put forward to show why the 
trade will suffer during the coming year. 

OPPOSE DUMPING CLAUSE. 

During the past month Canadian jobbers of Hardware have 

entered strong protests against the continuance by the Dominion 


Government of the Dumping Clause of the Canadian Tariff, 
aimed to prevent American manufacturers from dumping their 
surplus stocks upon the Canadian market at lower prices than 
prevail on the home market. Representing the Canadian Whole- 
sale Hardware Association, Wm. Vallance, Hamilton, Pelee 
Howland, Toronto, and jobbers from other large centres asked 
the Tariff Commission at Ottawa to abolish the clause. It was, 
they declared, impossible of equitable application; it encouraged 
fraud; it was an injustice to honest importers; it was an un- 
warranted restriction on freedom of purchase; its tendency 
was to take the trade in such lines as were affected from the 
Canadian wholesale merchant and give it to his foreign com- 
petitors; it unduly enhanced the laid-down cost of such lines 
as Canadian manufacturers could not supply when crowded with 
business, with resultant serious loss on contracts. An increased 
duty in place of this clause would be infinitely less objectionable. 

Mr. Howland maintained that the effect of the anti-dumping 
clause was to order importers to buy at a combine price, whereas 
if a combine existed in Canada the duty was thrown down. Im- 
porters were continually being asked, he said, by foreign manu- 
facturers to arrange various plans for evading the clause, by 
charging advertising, travelling expenses, etc. He declared that 
he had never encountered any instances of American manu- 
facturers selling below actual cost. 

Another matter which has created quite a stir amongst the 
Canadian Hardware trade recently is the proposed duty of 
33 I-3 per cent on tin plate entering Canada. The duty is re- 
quested by a coterie of company promoters headed by J. Walter 
Allison, originally a Canadian but more recently of New York. 
The entire trade, particularly those users of tin plate and sheet 
metals in manufacturing tin ware, metal roofiings, tin cans, etc.. 
are protesting vigorously, desiring to be able to bring tin in 
free of duty. Allison is building a rolling mill at Morrisburg 
but it is freely predicted that, like the Cramp Steel Company 
at Collingwood, which he promoted, it will never turn a wheel. 


TRADE EXPANSION. 


The Norris Safe and Lock Company, of Seattle, are to erect 
a five story business block at Vancouver. 

The Peterboro (Ontario) Lock Company have closed a suc- 
cessful year, declaring a dividend of six per cent and an ad- 
ditional bonus of one per cent. after spending $5,000 in en- 
larging their plant. 

The Aikenhead Hardware, Limited, Toronto, have moved into 
a large new building and are extending their jobbing business 
i builders’ Hardware. The firm was established in 1830 and 
is the oldest Hardware concern in Toronto. 

McLesnnan, McFeeley & Co., Vancouver, are to build a new 
$7,000 warehouse for their Hardware trade. 

The Kemp Manufacturing Compiny, Toronto, makers of 
enamel and tin ware, are considering the advisability of estab- 
lishing a branch factory at Montreal. Norman Wylie, former- 
ly with Lewis Bros., Montreal, is now assistant to A. E. Kemp, 
M. 

INDUSTRIAL CHANGES. 

The Nicholson File Company, who were formerly represented 
in Montreal by the late Walter Grose, have decided to discon- 
tinue their agency there. They will make Port Hope the head- 
quarters of their sales department. The Canadian agency of the 
G. & G. Barnett Co., Philade!phia, manufacturers of Black Dia- 
mond Files, will also be centred in Port Hope, as the Nicholson 
File Works have for some time been Canadian sales agents for 
this compiny. 

The imperial Steel and Wire Company, Collingwood, Ont., 
are to build a wire fence plant. 

The Brentford Roofing Company, a branch of the Patent Roof- 
ing Company, Lafayette, Ind. have commenced manufacturing. 

The Canada Cycle and Motor Company, Toronto Junction, 
have comp'eted extensions to their plant. In addition to bicycles 
and automobiles, they now manufacture large quantities of 
skates. 

The Anthony Wire Fence Co., Flint Mich., have established 
a factory at Windsor, Ont. 

The James Pender Company, St. John, N. B., are doubling 
the size of their nail and wire mills. At their recent annual 
meeting a 12% dividend and a bonus of 9% was declared. 

The Peacock File Company, Buffalo, are said to intend to re- 
move their plant to Port Colborne, Ont, 
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ABOUT MEN IN THE TRADE. 


The death occurred in Winnipeg on February 19, of W. G. 
McFarlane, vice-president and manager of the Winnipeg branch 
of the Marshall-Wells Company of Duluth. He was only 24 
years of age and he had worked his way steadily to the front. 

W. R. B. Leslie, formerly traveling representative in Eastern 
Ontario for Caverhill, Learmont & Co., Montreal, has entered 
into partnership with A. C. Jenkins in the agency business 1n 
Montreal, representing Smith & Hemenway, New York, and 
other American houses. 

W. A. C. Hamilton, Toronto representative of the Consumers 
Cordage Company, Montreal, has been transferred to the latter 
city, he being now vice-president of the company. 

Prices of binder twine were slaughtered in Canada last year 
by the International Harvester Company and about half a dozen 
Canadian mills were forced to close down. A similar condition 
is looked for this year, although prices will probably be a trifle 
higher. The coming to Canada of the Plymouth Cordage Com- 
pany is not expected to have much effect on the market this sea- 
son, but interesting developments are looked for when their 
monster plant at Welland gets in full operation in 1907. 

TRAVELLER ARRESTED IN QUEBEC. 

About a month ago, J. Greenburg, representing a New York 
house, was arrested in Montreal because he had not paid the 
travelers’ tax on representatives of “foreign” houses. Mr. Green- 
burg was engaged in eating his dinner and was prevented from 
finishing it being taken to jail and thrown into a cell with a 
housebreaker and kept there six hours before securing a hearing. 
As Mr. Greenburg also represented an English house he was 
released and an apology tendered for the manner of-his arrest. 
Not satisfied with this, however, he has started suit against the 
Province of Quebec for maltreatment and false arrest. Captain 
Gorman, Deputy U. S. Consul-General at Montreal, having charge 
of the case.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

The month of March fully maintains the high record estab- 
lished this year, as the demand for goods continues unabated. 
The manufacturers report an unexampled rush of business, and 
the same report is made by the large jobbers, who are unusually 
busy in filling Spring orders, and who find considerable trouble 
in getting the goods from the factories. Much complaint exists 
on this score, and the clamor for wire cloth and wire netting is 
loud and insistent. It seems unfortunate that the Hardware 
trade has fallen so largely into the habit of ordering wire cloth 
and netting to be shipped direct from the factory, and at the same 
time of the year. With the exception of the far South, almost 
every dealer wants his wire netting about March Ist, and 
while the capacity of the factories has been greatly enlarged, it is 
not to be expected that manufacturers will maintain a plant 
large enough to ship all their wire netting March tst. To make 
a manufacturing plant profitable, it must be run continuously, 
and wire netting manufacturers should hardly be asked to make 
all their shipments in one month. The remedy for this state of 
affairs could be easily found, if retailers were only willing to pay 
the small freight charges incurred in having their netting shipped 
from the jobber’s stock. The jobber tries to anticipate his cus- 
tomer’s wants, but, of course, where he is asked to make direct 
shipments, he cannot compel shipments at the exact time speci- 
fied. 

Axes are also in great demand. The high prices of the last 
few years have been the cause of almost entire exhaustion of 
stocks in the hands of both jobber and retailer. Probably there 
has not been a time for years when the actual supply of axes 
in the country has been so small as it is to-day, and now that 
prices have been so greatly reduced, ail dealers—large and small 
—are replenishing stock; while the farmer, who has been sharp- 
ening his old axe almost down to the eye, is now willing to 
purchase a new one, at the present low price. It may be that this 
heavy demand will be sufficient to absorb the output of the two 
or three new factories which have lately come on the market. 
This now appears highly probable, and if so, a possible advance 
in price may come before the season is much older. 

Trade indications generally are more promising. Some fear 
was expressed a short time ago, that the mild Winter might be 
followed by heavy frosts, which would imperil the coming crops, 
but the colder weather of the last few days has retarded vegeta- 
tion to such a point, that it now seems as if the great danger of 
frosts is likely to be escaped. If crops this year should be as 
large as the previous two or three years, and if there should be 
the average foreign demand for them—which now, in view of 
the famine in Japan seems more than probable—there is appar- 
ently no reason why a fair volume of business should not be 
expected for the next six months, 

There is a cloud on the horizon, in the threatened coal strike, 
which now appears to be ominous. For the last few weeks busi- 
ness in the anthracite region has been greatly prostrated, as no 
one can forecast the situation and business comes to a standstill. 
A settlement of the question either way is likely to improve the 
immediate situation. For if a strike is declared suspension will 
be over, and while the mining of coal would stop, the miners 
would go to work in their gardens and in other lines of activity, 
so that a certain volume of business could be reasonably counted 
upon. 

Collections are hardly as good as they should be. Of course, 
this is the dullest time of the year in the country, where mud 
reigns supreme. April Ist is the recognized settling time in 
Pennsylvania, and an improvement in collections may be reason- 
ably expected about that date.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 


Business for March will be large, but inability to furnish goods 
is seriously affecting the output. Ten to twelve weeks’ delay is 
not unusual on goods wanted at once; this usually loses the sale. 
The old panic microbe is not dead but panic-creating competi- 
tion is modified by co-operation. More iron and steel will be 
used in 1906 than was ever used in any year before, unless seri- 
ous strikes interfere. Shortage in goods seems to be increasing 
while demand is not abating. The agitation of public questions 
alarms some people, but it is well to remember that no high civil- 
ization was ever attained without it, and business has nothing to 


fear from that source. Light let into dark places disturbs only 
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the bad, while it inspires the multitude to higher endeavor. The 
big stick and big man may help keep peace but purity can only 
make it permanent and agitation tends to purify. We are get- 
ting no party legislation in Ohio this season, as each House is 
controlled by a different party, which is an ideal way of pre- 
venting bad legislation. The legislation promised by both par- 
ties to change the compensation of county officers from fees to 
salary, has not been passed. The activity of court house cliques 
has hitherto prevented such legislation. Auditors, clerks, sher- 
iffs, etc., who get from $30,000 to $50,000 per year in fees are mak- 
ing every effort to continue the wrong, and their supposed influ- 
ence at the primaries has great power with the timid mem- 
bers, but legislation to modify the influence of bosses and leave 
the nominations in the hands of the people may strengthen the 
timid and secure the needed legislation to abolish a shameless 
swindle and wipe out one of the prolific causes of corruption in 
Ohio politics.

It is earnestly hoped that the con- 
vention reassembled at Indianapolis and now in session, mav 
arrive at some settlement that will avoid a stop of work at this 
time, when it would so seriously inconvenience our large manu- 
facturing interests. Belated winter visited us in March, a 
snowfall of fifteen inches having occurred within the past five 
days. As this is a general condition, we shall have high water 
in our rivers within a week. Trade continues quite active, 
with sales running considerably ahead of corresponding weeks

THE SAN FRANCISCO TRADE. 


The growing wheat crop continues to look well. Those parts 
of the belt which last month were suffering from drought have 
been visited by copious falls of rain, and no further apprehen- 
sions of damage to the plant are now heard. In bank clearings 
the Pacific Coast cities continue to send in the largest gains, 


taking the Pacific Slope as a whole. Our local conditions con- 
tinue excellent, with the weather very favorable for the crops, 
which are looking well. Our sea commerce is very good, while 
our domestic trade is active and at profitable prices. We have 
abundance of funds, rates of interest are moderate, collections 
are on a normal basis and no complaints of any consequence are 
heard from any quarter. 

Accuracy in reporting is my strongest point. My experience 
has educated me to the point that I wouldn’t incorporate in this 
correspondence a death notice appearing in some of our local 
dailies without first verifying the announcement. And now what 
shall ! say of the California Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation News, edited by the state officers? This publication, sent 
monthly to Hardware dealers throughout the State, had in its 
issue that appeared late in January this notice: “The annual 
convention of the California State Retail Hardware Association 
will be held in San Francisco, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
March 7, 8, and 9g.” Finding occasion to refer to this associa- 
tion, in the March to issue of HArpware, I quoted these dates 
from the associations News. And now I want to apologize.

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J. H. SMITH ON HIS TRAVELS. 
HavaNa, CuBA, March 1, 1906. 
Editor HARDWARE :— 

f am having a new experience and a most enjoyable one. 
['avana is a city so different from any I have ever seen before; 
it is hard to give a clear idea of what it is like. The dwellings 
', the old part of the city in the business part look more like 

‘sons than residences. The main entrance is closed with doors 
from 2% to 3 inches thick and 12 to 16 feet high; with smaller 

condary doors cut in the main doors. The windows (no glass) 

- protected with heavy iron bars of fancy design, but the ma- 

rity are plain round iron bars. The streets all over the old 
pirt of the city are from 12 to 18 feet wide, including the side- 

alks. On many of the streets the sidewalks’ are only wide 
iough for one person to walk on. You are expected to keep 
1 the right side of the street which gives you the right of way 
ud anyone coming the wrong way must step out in the street 
od let you pass. A good fat fellow would have to walk side- 
ise with his bay window to the street, a dangerous thing to 
o as it would be liable to come in contact with the passing ve- 
hicles. On a number of streets traffic must all go down one 
street and up another. Street cars are so close to the houses 
you could reach from the car window and tickle a Senorita un- 
der the chin if she was ticklish. The sleeping and cooking 
partments are in the rear of the store rooms. The better houses 
have a wide hall or court and the rooms open into the court. 
\fany of them are open and have pretty flower beds and plants. 
Very few buildings are over two stories high, while most of the 
residences are but one story. The ceilings are from 16 to 20 feet 
high; and in the finest residences as well as the cheaper ones 
the ceilings are not plastered; the joists and wood floor above 
ire not covered or decorated in any way. 

The walls are mostly of stone and heavy, and plastered outside 
and in. The floors are all tile or cement; no base boards are 
used; the roofs are half round earthen tile, so the houses are de- 
‘ightfully cool and airy. You must sleep under mosquito net- 
ting if you don’t want to waken a sieve. Fleas are plenty and 
busy, but they don’t mind little things of that kind here. This is 
the land of the roosters’ delight, and they crow the live long 
night. Dogs are as numerous here as on Third Street, Colum- 
bus. I visited four Hardware stores, and three of them would 
be classed as curiosity shops in the States. I was introduced to 
one dealer who showed me through the store and I think I never 
saw a second hand or what we term a “junk store” that looked 
worse. The building was formerly a convent and 200 years old. 
The building looked younger than the goods—stocks and dies. 
Carpenter tools, wire rat traps, etc., were red with rust and could 
not be sold at any price north. Most of the goods are German 
and English. I notice some Disston, Stanley and Eagle Lock 
Company’s goods in most of the stores. Goods are jumbled in 
the shelves and under counters promiscuously. My escort was 
a son of his father; at any rate, he said he was, and he explained 
that his father had done business so many years in the old Spanish 
way that he could not see the necessity of changing his methods. 
The son deplored the condition of things but said he could not 
prevail on his father to adopt modern methods. He was five 
years in Philadelphia, but that city would not put the right hus- 
tle in a young man. 

Now, if he had been in Columbus five years he would have 
changed methods in spite of his father. The next place I vis- 
ited I found the proprietor and clerks eating what they call here 
breakfast. It was 11 o’clock (10:30 our time). Two others 
besides myself stood waiting for them to see what we wanted 
(and the other two were laboring men), but not a move did 
they make until they finished their meal. Mind you, the table 
was not more than 25 feet from the front, and not over 10 feet 
from the counter; and in plain view of customers. I thought 
it T had a store across the street I would be taking the business 
while they were taking the cake. The two I have described 
were wholesale stores. I next visited a retail store. They had 
finished breakfast and one of the clerks was removing the table 
cloth. This store is in the heart of the city on a prominent 
corner, and the table was not more than 12 feet from the front 
and in plain view of people passing by. This is the custom here. 
If we had a little of the Cuban indolence in the north we no 
doubt would live longer, but instead we hustle so much we 
hardly take time for Iunch. In one store (retail) goods were 
suspended from the ceiling like hams in smoke houses. Ameri- 
can Steel & Wire Company’s galvanized barb wire sells at $2.65 
per reel of 95 pounds. It pays no duty. There is not much de- 
mand for it as fences are very scarce here. I visited a large 
sugar plantation and mill and was well repaid for the trin. We 
had a drive of three miles over the worst road that could hap- 
pen after leaving the electric car line. They make a charge of 
$1.00 each, American money, for the privilege of going through 
the mill; they furnish no guide, ard we did not find anyone 
around the mill that could talk English. We could easily fol- 
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low the process from the crushing of the cane to the granulating 
of the raw sugar which is shipped in jute sacks to refineries. 2 
counted 35 visitors while I was there; and decided I would 
rather have the income from visitors than the profit on the sugar. 
The soil is very rich to grow two crops each year as the growth 
is very rank. The country is not so different from some of the 
States; hills and valleys, but the tropical growth makes it very 
beautiful. The air is so good that I am inclined to take a few 
bottles home with me. 

Teaming is all done by mules and oxen, and practically all the 
trucks are two wheeled. Cows are scarce but asses and goats, 
especially goats, are numerous. Most of the milk used is from 
goats and asses. The children often nurse from goats (have 
strong stomachs.) They say the asses’ milk is the best for chil- 
dren as it is stronger; I believe them, especially as to strength. 
For some reason I haven’t drank any milk since I landed. I 
want to know what kind of an animule it comes from. They 
have no sewage system in the city, but sink or rather drill and 
blast wells called cesspools to the sea level, and the sewage is 
run into these cesspools. The rock formation is very porous 
and the ebb and flow of the sea extends hundreds of feet from 
shore in the rocks and carries off the sewage. Each household 
furnishes its own cesspool and in the higher parts of the city it 
is expensive to dig the cesspools. There were no street cars 
prior to the occupation of the Island by the United States, but 
the city is now well supplied with modern electric street car ser- 
vice. 

Sunday, the 25th, was the beginning of a six weeks’ celebra- 
tion in honor of the freedom of Cuba. I never saw a gayer pro- 
cession than I saw on the Prado last Sunday. The turnouts. 
both carriages and horses, were fine; the procession kept going 
around Central Park and the Malecon, which are about a half 
mile apart—the Malecon at the north end and the park at the 
south end of the Prado. At least one hundred thousand people 
lined the streets and filled the center of the Prado which is a 
park the entire lergth with drives on each side. This will be 
repeated for five more Sundays, while enthusiasts may be seen 
in different parts of the city almost any day dressed in fancy 
costumes, marching around and having a jolly time. I saw the 
national game of Jai Alai (pronounced Hialia). Pool selling 
at a race course is not in it with Jai Alai. I saw common peo- 
ple in their shirt sleeves in a space of about ten feet bet at least 
a half peck of silver and gold. This of course was only a sam- 
ple of what was going on all over the grand stand. I was told 
that as much as one hundred thousand dollars changes hands 
on one game sometimes. I have seen Morro Castle, Cabanas and 
other forts. It is most interesting to go through these old forts 
and have the different dungeons, moats, towers, etc., explained 
to you. Although Morro and Cabanas are more than 400 years 
old they show no signs of decay and would stand for centuries 
longer. I have been busy sight-seeing every doy since I arrived 
a week ago. I have also become an expert in Spanish lace, linen, 
and drawnwork has been drawing money out of mv pocket in 
good shape. For fear of tiring yvorr mary readers I will quit. I 
think after spending a month in Florida I will be ready to go 


home and take a rest. Yours truly,

izer, ought not to be continued. Our plan would be to hire an 
efficient secretary, combining secretary and organizer, open an 
office in San Francisco, where all visiting Hardware dealers 
would be welcome to make a headquarters, to keep a steno- 
grapher who could attend to the correspondence of members, and 
so on.” 

The president reported that the membership during the last 
year had been increased and that the work of the organizer who 
was appointed last year had been efficient. 

It is altogether certain that Louis H. Kohn, the Western Ad- 
dition Hardware merchant on Polk street is on the crest of. the 
wave of prosperity that Hardwaremen generally in San Francisco 
are enjoying. Within the last fortnight he has bought the busi- 
ness and lease of an adjoining store and added it to his already 
double-store plant. And this is not all. This last week he pur- 
chased the Cooper & Co. Hardware store, six blocks away, and 
is now moving this large stock to his enlarged place of business.

LANDLORD AND TENANT. 


NO. II. THE RIGHT TO COLLECT RENT UNDER PARTICULAR CIRCU M- 
STANCES. NECESSITY OF DEMANDING RENT UNDER PAR- 


: TICULAR CIRCUMSTANCES. PART ONE. 

Whenever the ownership to land changes, the right to collect 
rent follows as a matter of course, but the new landlord must 
give a reasonable notice to the tenant of his right to the rent, 
otherwise, the tenant having paid the rent to the former landlord 
will not be compelled to pay it again. 


Where the rent is payable monthly and a transfer of owner- 
ship is made during the month, the new owner (unless by special 
agreement), is entitled to rent from the first of the following 
month. : 

The question arises as to who has the right to the rent where 
the landlord dies during the rent paying period. There is no 
question but what if he dies after the rent is due but before it is 
paid, the executor or administrator is entitled to it as being per- 
sonal property, but where the rent falls due after the death of the 
landlord, it is held that it goes to the heir as being part of the 
real estate. In some States, however, administrators are per- 
mitted to have possession of the real estate after the death of the 
owner. In these States the rent would go to the administrator. 

It follows from the fact that the tenant is bound to pay the 
rent, even though the building be destroyed, that he is entitled to 
the exclusive use of it as well as the ground covered by the lease. 
If the landlord attempts to take possession, even for the purpose 
of repairing or rebuilding, without the tenant’s consent, the ten- 
ant may consider himself evicted and not bound to pay the rent. 


This brings us to the subject of eviction. Eviction in the law 
is the taking possession by the landlord, or by someone by his 
authority, or by someone who has a title superior to that of the 
landlord, of all or a part of the leased premises. It must be 
something more than a mere trespass. The act must be of a 
permanent character, or the conduct of the landlord must be per 
sistent so as to deprive the tenant of the use of a part or all of 
the premises. 

Acts of the landlord which will relieve the tenant from paying 
rent are such as show an intention on the part of the landlord 
that the tenant shall no longer hold possession. There must be 
something more than trespass, as said. In order that the acts 
constitute an eviction the lessee must abandon the premises. An 
evict‘on from part of the premises will relieve the tenant from the 
payment of the entire rent accruing after the eviction. If tiie 
eviction is by someone other than the landlord, and not acting 
under the landlord’s authority, that is if it is by a stranger, the 
rent will be apport‘oned, the tenant being only liable for such 
part as still remains in his possession. Where the tenant is 
evicted by one who claims a title as against the title of the land- 
lord, the tenant is not bound to pay rent until possession is re- 
stored to him. 

Where the premises are taken by the city for public use, the 
tenant continues liable for the rent. He has a right to action 
against the city for damages, though it is held in Pennsylvania 
and Missouri that the liability for rent ceases. 

The landlord has a right to sue for rent without demanding 
payment of it. Rent that is overdue is like any other debt. The 
debtor if he wants to avoid a suit must tender what he owes to 
his creditor, but where the landlord wants to recover possession 
of premises for non-payment of rent, he must make a demand of 
payment before he can proceed in an action compelling forfeiture 
of the lease, unless, of course, the demand is waived in the lease. 
The safest way is to make demand in writing. In most of- the 
States this is required. It is not safe for the landlord to pro- 
ceed without legal advice in the matter of demanding possession 
of the premises for non-payment of rent, inasmuch as the statutes 
in the various States have laid down requirements more or less 
specific that must be followed exactly. As a rule the landlord 
must make his demand on the very day the rent is due, in the 
most convenient and public place, on the premises, and at a con- 
venient time.
